The clipping says: “A com-
pany 1s being organmzed with a
capital of 500,000 for the purpose
of dredging the Tonoloway ereek
from Hancock to Needmore. It
will be graded to a leyel with the
C. & O, Capal. This will place
the city of Needmore about 200
feet above sea level. Anelevator
will then be built to convey the
passengers to the top. Cedar
trees will be planted along the
caual, Bixteen screw propellers
will be purchased by the com-
pany. Four hotels will be bult
in Needmore and six in Hancock,
It 1s thought that in ten years
Hancock willextend to Need more,
Traftic on the C. & O, Canal will
be doubled.
